Mr. Ward in his Lives of the Greſham Profeſſors has given 
us a much more favourable Idea of this Gentleman, who, as 
may be collected from both Accounts, was the Son of Rob. 
Button of Biſhopſton in Wiltſhire. He was entered at Exeter 
College where he made fo great a progreſs in Learning that, 
having taken the Degree of B. A. he was recommended by 
Dr. Prideaux the Rector to Sir Nath. Brent Warden of Mer— 


ton College to ſtand for a fellowſhip there, and was elected, 


with eleven others, probationer Fellow of that Society in the _ 
Year 1633. He became a noted tutor in his College ; and had, 


among others, that famous Linguiſt Zachary Bogan for his 


Pupil. Upon the breaking out of the Civil War, he left 
Oxford and reſided in London, and in 1643 was elected Geo- 
metry Profeſſor in Greſham College. He was appointed 
with Mr. Joſhua Crofle, then Profeſſor of Law in Greſham 
College, one of the Delegates for the Aſſiſtance and Informa- 


tion of the Viſitors at Oxford, to which place he attended 


them Oct. 11. 1647. When the Earl of Pembroke made his 
public Entry as Chancellor, Mr. Button, being one of the 
Proctors elect, not in the regular ſtatutable Way, but by the 
interpoſition of the Parliament, received him at Merton 
College with a Latin Oration. The Office ot Proctor requi- 
ring Mr. Button's attendance at Oxford, he reſigned his Pro- 
feſſorſhip at Greſham College June 1 3*®. of that Year, Upon 
the 410 of Auguſt following He was made Canon of Chriſt- 
Church and public Orator of the Univerſity by the Viſitors, 
and was one of thoſe Perſons to whom a grant was made by 
the Delegates to become Doctors of Divinity whenever they 
Pleaſed, which none of them choſe to make uſe of; Mr. 
Button, 


Upon the publication of his Majeſtie's Procla- Aug.

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the conduct and command of Robert Earl of Eſſex, 


the Members of the Univerſitie of Oxon. began 


to put themſelves in a poſture of Defence, and

in the latter by Mr. Rob. South. Mr. à Wood ſays that when 
he was removing his Goods from his Houſe at Chriſt Church, 


to make room for Mr. Fell, he would uſually ſay, when he 
heard the two little Bells ring to Canonical Prayers, © There 
«© now go the Maſs-Bells ; and let thoſe that are affected that 


Way go to the Church, for be ſure I ſhall not; or words 
do that Effect. He retired, after this, to Iſlington, and ſuf- 


fered in his Fortune by having Youths under his Care for 


Inſtruction, not having taken the Oath againſt Reſiſtance. 


The late Sir Joſeph Jekyll was one of his Pupils, among 
whom he lent ſeveral of his Orations and other Exerciſes for 
their Imitation. Mr. a Wood ſays that he preached 1a Con- 


venticles till his Death, which happened in the latter End of 


Oct. 1680; when he was buried in Iſlington Church with 
his Son, Who died at or near the 5 Rains Time of a Contump- 
tion. 


From ſeveral Cireumſtances above SPL FOE it appears - 


that Mr. a Wood 1s juſtified in aſſerting that He was Purita- 


ically affefted — but it redounds much to his Honour, that 


he and his Colleague Mr. Croſſe were highly inſtrumental in 


continuing the learned Dr. Pococke in his Hebrew and Ara- 
bic Lectures.

any. Mr. Wood's Father had then Armour or 
Furniture for one man, viz, a Helmet, a Back and 
Breaſt-piece, a Pyke and a Muſquet, and other 


Appurtenances : And the eldeſt of his Men-ſer- 


vants (for he had then three at leaſt) named Tho- 
mas Burnham, did appeare in thoſe Armes, when 
the Scholars and privileged men trained; and when 
he could not train, as being taken up with buſi- 


neſs, the next ſervant did traine : and much adoe 
there was to keep Thomas, the eldeſt Son, then 


a Student of Chr. Ch. and a youth of about 18 


yeares of age, from putting on the ſaid Armour 
and to traine among the Scholars. The faid Scho- 
lars and privileged men did ſomtimes traine in 
New Coll.

perpetual fellow of New Coll. in 1596; took the degrees in 
Arts, entered on the Phyſick Linc, was admitted Bach. in that 


faculty 1612; afterward ſtudied Divinity, was elected War- 
den of his College 1617, procceded in Divinity and was 
much eſteemed by King James the I. for his Dexterity in 
diſputing, as by King Charles the I. for his eminent Loyalty. 


He was a zealous Defender of the Univerſity Privileges and 
Liberties, eſpecially when he performed the Office of Vice- 
Chancellor, and eſteemed by all that knew him moſt eminent 
for Knowledge in Philoſophy and Divinity. — He died much 
lamented by the Members of his College, becauſe he had 


been a vigilant, faithful and publick ſpirited Governour ; by 


the poor of the City of Oxon, becauſe he had been a con- 


ſtant benefactor to them; by the orphans, to whom he had 


been a father ; and generally by all who knew the great Vir- 
tues, Piety, and Learning of the Perſon, on the 2d Day of 


Nov. 1647. Whereupon his Body was buried in the outer 
Chapel belonging to New Coll. between the Pulpit and the 
Screen, leaving then behind him certain matters fit for the 


Preſs. 
In 1677. Dr. Ralph Kideodke Biſhop of Chicheſter who 


had in his younger Years been patronized by the ſaid Dr. 
Pink erected, out of Gratitude, a comely Monument for him 


on the Weſt Wall of the outer Chapel at ſome diſtance from 
his Grave with this Inſcription — 


In the Antechapel of New College in Oxford, 


Hic ſunt reconditi Cineres Roberti Pinke S. T. D. et Collegii

Whereupon Mr. Wood's Fa- 
ther with his Familie removed to a little Houſe in 
his Backſide, which he about 2 or 3 yeares before 
had new built. 


About the ſame time his Maj. cauſed his Maga- 
zine to be put into New College Cloiſter and Tower 
Sc. Whereupon the Maſter of the School there, 


with his Scholars (among whome A. Wood was 
one) were removed to the Choriſters Chamber at 
the Eaſt-end of the Common Hall of the ſaid Coll. 
It was then a dark naſty Room, and very unfit for 
ſuch a purpole, which made the Scholars often 
complaine, but in vaine. 


His Father Thom. Wood or à Wood, before Jon. 19. 


mention'd, died, being Thurſday, about 4 of the 


clock in the Morning, to the very great Grief and 


Reluctancy of his Wife and Children. He died in 


his Houſe in the Backſide before mention'd, in the 


room over the Kitchin: and being a fat and cor- 
pulent man, and therefore his Body could not 
keep, he was buried between 8 and ꝗ of the clock 


at night, on the ſame day, in the North part of 


Merton Coll. outer-Chappell or Church, neare to 


the Graves of Jam. Wood, his yonger brother, 
who died in Sept. 1629. and Jo. Wood, his Son, 


whome I have mention'd under the yeare 1639. 
This Tho. Wood (Father to A. W.) was borne at

Margaret, dau. of Hugh Wood of Kent (of the 
Family of the Woods of Waterbury in that County) 


and Siſter to Rob. Wood, a Haberdaſher of Hats, 


living at the Plow and Harrow on Ludgate Hill in 
London, and to Henry Wood, living in Kent. 


They were married at Wood-Eaton in Oxfordſhire, 
where ſhee lived in the Houſe of Rich. Taverner, 


Eſq; (Uncle to Tho. Wood his ſecond Wite.) 


About which time the ſaid ſecond Wife, named 


Mary (who was borne in the ſaid Houſe) being 
then a Child of about two yeares old, Tho. Wood 
would often take her out of the Cradle, dandle 


her in his Armes, and would ſeveral times ſay, that 
he hoped ſhee would live to be his ſecond Wife, 


which accordingly came to paſs, and was Mother 


to A. Wood. By and with the Money, which Tho. 
Wood had with the ſaid Margaret, and the 5004. 
which his Parents bequeathed to him, he grew rich, 
purchaſed the Houſe wherein A. Wood was borne, 


with it's appurtenances, alſo the great Inne called

On Wedneſday, being the Eve of the Aſcenſion, May 29. 


Nobert Earl of Eſſex, Generaliſſimo of the Parlia- 


ment Forces, and St. Will.

* William Burt was the Son of William Burt ſometime 
belonging to the Choir of the Cathedral Church at Wincheſ- 
ter, was born in the Pariſh of St. Laurence in that City and 
educated in Wykeham's School there: Admitted perpetual 


Fellow of New College Oxford in 1627, took the degrees in 


Arts and ſoon after became chief Maſter of Thame School in 
Oxfordſhire, In 1647, He was made Rector of Whitfeild in 
that County and ſoon after Head Maſter of Wincheſter School, 
in the Place of Dr. Pottinger. On the ꝙth of Sept. 1658. he 
was promoted to the Wardenſhip of Wincheſter College in 
the Place of Dr. Harris, deceaſed, and, after the Reſtoration, 
in 1664 fucceeded Dr. Preſton as Prebendary of the Cathe- 
dral.

While A. Wood and his brother Chriſtopher 
continued at Thame, you cannot imagine, * was 


great Diſturbances they ſuffer'd by the Soldiers of 


both Parties, ſomtimes by the Parliament Soldiers 
of Aylesbury, ſomtimes by the King's from Borſtall 


houſe, and ſomtimes from the King's at Oxon. and 


at Wallingford. The chiefeſt Diſturbances and 


Affrightments, that they and the family, wherein 
they lived, endured, were theſe. 


On the 27 of January, being Munday, an. 1644, 


Colonel Tho. Blagge, Governour of Wallingford 


Caſtle, roving about the Country very early with a 
Troop of ſtout Horſmen, conſiſting of 70 or 80 
at moſt, met with a Partie of Parliamenteirs or 


: Rebells, of at leaſt 200, at Long enen, about 
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Mx. ANTHONY a WOOD. 
2 mile Northward from Thame : which 200 be- 
long'd to the Garriſon of Ayleſburie, and being 


headed by a Scot, called Colonel Crafford, who, 


as I think, was Governour of the Garriſon there, 


they pretended, that they were looking out Quar- 


ters for them. I ſay, that Col. Blagge and his par- 
tie, meeting with theſe Rebells ar Long Crendon, 
fought with, and made them run, till his men fol- 


lowing them too eager[ly] were overpower'd with 


multitudes, that afterwards came in to their aſſiſt- 
ance, (almoſt treble his number) at which time he 


> himſelf with his ſtout Captaine -- -- -- -- Walter 


(they two only) fought againſt a great many of the 


Rebells for a long while together; in which en- 
counter the brave Colonel behaved himſelf as man- 
fully with his Sword, as ever man did, ſlaſhing and 
beating ſo many freſh Rebells with ſuch Courage 
and Dexterity, that he would not ftirr, till he had 


brought off all his owne men, whereof the Rebells 


kild but two (not a man more) tho they took ſix- 


teen, who ſtayed too long behind. Captain Walter 


had ſix Rebells upon him, and, according to his 


cuſtome, fought it out ſo gallantly, that he brought 
himſelf off with his Colonel, and came home ſafe 
to Wallingford with all their men, except 18. Col. 


Blagge was cut over the Face, and had ſome other 


hurts, but not dangerous. 

After the Action was concluded at C rendon, and 
RW and his men forced to fly homeward, they 
took part of Thame in their way. And A. W. and 


his Fellow- -Sojournours being all then at Dinner in

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the Parlour with ſome Strangers there, of whome 


their Maſter Burt and his Wife were of the num- 


ber, they were all alarum'd with their approach: 
and by that time they could run out of the Houſe 


Into the Backſide, to look over the Pale that parts 


it from the common Road, they ſaw a great num- 
ber of Horſmen poſting towards Thame over 
Crendon Bridge, about a Stone's caſt from their 
Houſe (being the out and only Houſe on that Road, 


before you come into Thame) and in the head of 


them was Blagge with a bloody Face, and his party 


with Capt. Walter following him. The number, as 
was then gueſſed by A. W. and thoſe of the family, 


was 50 or more, & they all rode under the ſaid 


Pale and cloſe by the Houſe. They did not ride 


in order, but each made ſhift to be foremoſt; and 
one of them riding upon a ſhelving ground, oppo- 
ſite to the Dore, his Horſe ſlip'd, fell upon one 
ſide, and threw the Rider (a luſty man) in A. 
Wood's ſight. Colonel Crafford, who was well 


*hors'd at a pretty diſtance before his men in pur- 


ſuite, held a Piſtol to him; but the Trooper cry- 


ing Quarter, the Rebells came up, rifled him, and 
. took him and his Horſe away with them. Crafford 
rode on without touching him, and ever or anon - 


he would be diſcharging his Piſtol at ſome of the 
Fag-end of Blagg's Horſe, who rode thro the Weſt 
end of Thame, called Prięſt-End, leading towards

Whether Crafford and his men followed them 


beyond Thame, I think not, but went into the 


Towne, and refreſhed themſelves, and ſo went to 
Aylesbury. I find one Laurence Crafford, the ſixth 
ſon of Hugh Crafford (of the ſame family, which 
is noble, of Kilbourne) to have been borne in his 
father's Caſtle at Jordan hill neare * Gloſcow in 
Scotland, on the Cal. of Nov. 1611, and to have 


received ſome Education in Glaſcow. Afterwards 


it appeares, that he went beyond the Seas, and 
ſerved in the Warrs for eleven yeares under Gul-

Maj. Medcalf with 7 Troopers leapt from their Horſes, and re- 
moving the Carts opened the Avenue Diar, 
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Carts opened the Avenue. This done, the two 


gallant Majors charged the Rebells up thro the 
Street, doing execution al the way to the Market- 


place, where Col. Greaves himſelf ſtood with about 9 
200 Horſe drawn up; but Col. Walter being read 


with the other Troops (viz. his owne, that of Col. 
Tooker and that of Major Triſt) gave the Rebels 


ſuch a Charg, as made them fly out of the Towne; 
and after purſuing the fugitive Rebels, drove them 
above half a Mile from Thame. In the meane 
while Col. Legge, who with the Reere guarded the 


Towne and Avenews, leaſt other of the Rebellis 
(being in all 800) ſhould break in and deſert the 
whole, now drew into the Towne, that others 
might have ſecure time to ſearch Houſes and Stables. 
Orders were given, and *twas done accordingly, * 
After which they all drew out of the Towne, and - 


marched away with their Horſes and Priſoners. 


Before they had gone two miles, at leaſt 200 


Rebels were got in their Reere, but then Col. 
Legge charged them ſo gallantly, that the Rebels 
ran back, much faſter than they came on. Yet 


farr had they not gone, before theſe vexed Rebels 
came on againe, and then alſo Col. Legge beat 
them ſo farr back, that they never attempted to 
come on againe.

Wedneſday Jun. 10, the Garriſon of Borſtall was 
ſurrendred for the uſe of the Parliament.

Wedneſday and Midſomer ay; the Garriſon of | 


Oxon. which was the chiefeſt Hold the King had, 


and wherein he had moſtly reſided while the Civil 


Warr continued, was ſurrendred for the uſe of the 


Parliament, as moſt of his Garriſons were this yeare, 
occaſion'd by the fatal Battle of Naſeby, which 
hapned in the laſt yeare, wherein the King and 
his partie were in a woful manner worſted. In the 


Evening of the ſaid Day, many of the King's Foot- 
partie, that belonged to the ſaid Garriſon, came 
into Thame, and layd downe their Armes there, 
being then a wet ſeaſon. Some of whome conti- 


nuing there the next day, A. W. went into the 
Towne. to ſee them. He knew ſome of their Faces 
and they his, but he being a Boy, and having no 
Money, he could not then relieve them, or make 


them drink : yet he talked with them about Oxford 
and his Relations and acquaintance there; for the 


doing of which he was check'd when he came 
home.

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In the latter End of Aug. or beginning of Sept, 
following his Brother Edw. Wood Bach. of Arts 
and Scholar of Trinity Coll. came on Foot from 
Oxon, with Leonard Pettie (the Brother of the 
Wife of his cozen Henant the Vicar) and another 
Scholar to ſee him and his Brother, the Vicar and 


the Maſter and their Wives. They continued at 


leaſt two Nights in the Vicar's houſe, and great 
Kindneſs was expreſſed by them towards A. W. 


and his Brother Chriſtop. whom, the next day, the 
ſaid Edward told, that they were ſoon after to re- 


turn to Oxon. that their Mother had much ſuffer'd 
in her Eſtate by the late dreadful Fire in Oxon. 
and therefore was not able to maintaine them any 
longer at School in Thame, &c. A. W. ſeemed 


very ſorry at this News, becauſe he was well and 


warme where he was, had good companie, and 


ſeem'd to have a fix'd Love for the place, even ſo 
much, that he did never afterwards care to hear of 
New Coll. School to have given him Scholaſtical 


Education; but applied all he had to that of 
Thame Sc. But there was no Remedy, for go he 
muſt, and go he did with his Brother after Michael- 


mas following. 


After his returne to the houſs of his Nativity, 


he found Oxford empty, as to Scholars, but pretty 


well repleniſhed with Parliamentarian Soldiers. 


Many of the Inhabitants had gained great ſtore of 
Wealth from the Court and Royalliſts, that had 


for ſeveral yeares continued among them; but as 
for the yong men of the City and Univerſity, he 
found 
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found many of them to have been debauch'd by 


bearing Armes, and doing the Duties belonging 


to Soldiers, as watching, warding, and fitting in 
Tipling-Houſes for whole Nights together. His 
Mother put his Brother Chriſtopher to School in 
Oxon. and himſelf to the Tuition of his Brother

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At all theſe Fires every Night, which began to 
be made a little after five of the clock, the Senior 
Under-Graduats would bring into the hall the Ju- 
niors or Freſhmen between that time and fix of the 

clock, and there make them fit downe on a Forme 
in the middle of the Hall, joyning to the Declaim- 

ing Desk: which done, every one in Order was to 
ſpeake ſome pretty Apothegme, or make a Jeſt or 
Bull, or ſpeake ſome eloquent Nonſenſe, to make 
the Company laugh: But if any of the Freſhmen 
came off dull, or not cleverly, ſome of the for- 
ward or pragmatical Seniors would Tuck them, 
that is, ſet the nail of their Thumb to their chin, 
juſt under *the Lipp, and by the help of their 
other Fingers under the Chin, they would give 
him a Mark, which ſomtimes would produce 
Blood. On Candlemas day, or before (according 
as Shrove-Tueſday fell out) every Freſhman had 
warning given him to provide his Speech, to be 
ſpoken in the publick Hall before the Under- 
Graduats and Servants on Shrove-Tueſday night 
that followed, being alwaies the time for the ob- 
ſervation of that Ceremony. According to the 
ſaid Summons A. Wood provided ; a Speech as the 
other Freſhmen did. 

Shrove-Tueſday Feb. 15, the Fire being made peb. TH 
in the Common hall before 5 of the Clock at 
Night, the Fellowes would go to Supper before 
fix, and making an end ſooner than at other times,

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they left the Hall to the Libertie of the ae 


eraduats, but with an Admonition from one of 
the Fellowes (who was the Principal of the Under- 
gratuats and Poſtmaſters) that all things ſhould be 


carried in good Order. While they were at Supper 


in the Hall, the Cook (Will. Noble) was making 
the leſſer of the braſs Pots ful of Cawdel at the 


*Freſhman's Charge ; which, after the Hall was 


free from the F ellows, was brought up and ſet be- 


fore the Fire in the ſaid Hall. Afterwards every 


Freſhman, according to ſeniority, was to pluck off 


his Gowne and Band, and if * poſſibly to make 


himſelf look like a Scoundrell. This done, they 
were conducted each after the other to the high 
Table, and there made to ſtand on a Forme placed 
thereon; from whence they were to ſpeak their 


Speech with an audible Voice to the Company : 


which, if well done, the perſon that ſpoke it was 


to have a Cup of Cawdle and no falted Drinke; if 


indifferently, ſome Cawdle and ſome ſalted Drink;

Thus he went forward with {mart Reflections on

Dickenſon, one of the Bachelaur-Commoners of the 
Houle, who with cther Bachelaurs and the Senior 
Under-Graduats made him drink a good Diſh of

among the Seniors, and gave him Sack. 


This was the way and cuſtome that had been 
uſed in the College, time out of mind, to initiate

Coſington in Somerſet{hire, was born at Little Wolford before 
mentioned, became Portioniſt, commonly called Poſt-Maſter 


of Merton College in 1589, admitted Probationer Fellow of 
the ſaid College in 94, being then Bach. of Arts, proceeded 
in that Faculty 4 years after, entered himſelf on the Law 
Line, became Proctor of the Univerſity in 160, travelled 
into ſeveral Parts of the learned World in 1613, 14, &c. and 
underwent dangerous Adventures in Italy to procure the Hiſ- 
tory of the Council of Trent, which he tranſlated into Eng- 


Jiſh. Afterwards he married Martha Daughter of Dr. Rob, 


Abbot Biſhop of Saliſbury and Neice to Dr. Abbot Arch-Bp. 
of Canterbury, by the favour of which laſt he had the War- 
denſhip of Merton College con ferred on him, was made Com- 
miſſary to him, Vicar General of England, being then Dr. 
of the Civil Law, and at length Judge of the Prerogative, 
on the Death of Sir Henry Marten, by another Hand: In 
1629. Aug. 23. he received the Honour of Knighthood from

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but to little purpoſe, they proceeded this yeare 


with very great rigour, to the ruin of the Univer- 


ſitie. The members of every Coll. were all ſum- 


moned to appeare on a certaine day, and ſomtimes 
two or 3 Colleges or more appeared in one day, 
and if they did not give a poſitive anſwer, whether 
they would ſubmit to them and their Viſitation, as 
appointed by Parliament, they were forthwith 


' ejected. 


his Majeſty at Woodſtock, he being then and aſter accounted 
a zealous Man for the Church and Prelacy. 
But when he ſaw the Preſbyterians begin to be dominant 


he fided with them, and becauſe of a Pique that had been 


between the Allbots and Biſhop Laud, he therefore became a 
frequent Witneſs againſt the laſt, at his Trial, deſerted Oxon, 


and his College, when King Charles garrifoned that Place for 


his Uſe, took the Covenant, and ran altogether with the re- 
bellious Rout. About the ſame time he was ejected his War- 


denſhip of Merton College by his Majeſtie's Command, but 


reſtored again when Oxford Garriſon was furrendred for the 
Parliament's Uſe an. 1646. In the Years 1647, and 48. he 
was appointed Arch-Viſitor of the Univerſity, and what he 
did there to promote the Preſbyterian Cauſe the Hiſtory and 
Antiquities of the Univerſity of Oxford will tell you under 
thoſe years. When an Order was made againſt Pluralities, he 
was forced to leave Merton Coll. in 1650, at which time, (if 
J miſtake not) he refuſed alſo the Oath called the Engagement. 
At length, aſter ke had lived 79 years, he gave way to Fate 
in his Houfe in Little Britaine in the City of London, Gh. of 
Nov. 1652. Whereupon his Body was buried on the 17". of 
the ſame Month in the Church of Little St. Bartbolymen within 
the ſaid City. |

 Wharton's Trial of Arch-Biſhop Lauda,

His eldeſt Brother Tho. Wood, who had ſerved 
in the Quality of a Lievtenant of Horſe for his 
Majeſtie during the Warr, did, after the Warr was 


terminated, returne to his Coll. of Ch. Ch. and 


there receiv'd the profits of his place; but about 
the beginning of Aug. this yeare, he very abruptly 


left the Univerſitie, went into Ireland, and finding 


out his School-Fellow Colonel Hen.

became an Officer in his Regiment, to fight againſt 


the Rebells there. The reaſon of his ſudden De- 
parture was this: wiz. that he being one of the 
prime Plotters of the remaining Cavaliers in Oxon. 


to ſeize on the Garriſon, Viſitors, and all the Armes 


they could find, to the end that they might joyne 
themſelves to others, that had plotted in the ſame 


manner in other Parliament Garriſons, to relieve 
the diſtreſſed Cavaliers that were beſieg'd in Col- 
cheſter, the Plot was diſcovered by one or more of 
them when they were in their Cups; which made 
every one ſhift for themſelves as well as they could. 


but ſome being taken, one of them, named Ed- 


ward Adams, a Barber, was upon the point of 
being hanged, having mounted the Ladder in or- 
der thereunto on the ſigne Poſt of the Catherine 
Wheel in Magdalen Pariſh (in which Inn they had 
layd the Foundation of their Plot.) Mr. Francis 
Croft, whome A. W. found to be one of the Chap- 


laynes of Merton Coll. at his firſt coming there- 
unto, was deeply engaged in the ſaid Plot. He 


was a high-flone Cavalier and a boon Companion, 
and was the man that gave to every perſon, that 


was concern'd in the Plot, the Oath of Secrecy: 


which being done, they were to write their names 
in his little paper- book, which he uſually carried 
in his Pocket; but if they could not write, they 
were to ſet their Mark, and he to add their names 
to it. At the firſt diſcovery of the Plot, Mr. Croft 
fled, and ſome of the Parliament Soldiers of the 


Garriſon ſuppoſing that he might be in his Cham- 
„ on ber, 
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ber, which joyned to that Chamber, which was 


afterwards the Common Room belonging to Mer- 
ton Coll. they broke open his Dore, ſearched but 


found the Bird flown. This being done early in 


the Morning, his Dore ſtood open molt of the day 
following, and A. W. with ſome of the Juniors 
going into it, ſaw it all adorn'd with Eſcocheons, 


which he (Mr. Croft) had got by burying ſeveral 


Perſons of Quality in Merton Coll. Church and 
elſewhere, during the abode of the King's and 
Queen's Courts in Oxon. bur theſe, his Books and 


| bedding were not then touched. 


Edward Wood before mention'd, Bach. of Arts 
and Scholar of Irin. Coll. (who before had ſub- 
mitted to the Viſitors) was with others admitted 


Probationer- Fellow of Merton Coll. They were 
ſeverely examin'd, and in due courle elected and 


admitted : which was done by the favour of the 
Warden St, N Brent * the Arch Viſitor. Some

* John Goad was the Son of John Goad of London : He 


was educated at Merchant Taylors School, elected Scholar of 


St. John's Coll, Oxon. in 1622, afterwards Fellow, M. A. 


and 1643, Vicar of St. Giles's Church: where, continuing 


his Duty very conſtant during the time that the Garriſon was 
beſieged by the Parliament Forces, did undergo great Dan- 


gers by Cannon Bullets that were ſhot from their Camps ad- 


joining, in the time of Divine Service: In 1645, he was pre- 
{ſented to the Vicaridge of Yarnton near Oxford by the Chan- 
cellor and Maſters of the Univerſity ; In the Year following, 
in confideration of his Sermons preached at Oxon. before the 


King, 
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Vicar of Yarnton, a mile diſtant from Caſſington;

King, he was created B. D. Being deſired by Dr. Franc 
Cheynell in 1648, who well knew his merit, to return to his 


fellowſhip, he would not comply; but keeping Yarnton till 


the King's Reſt: afterwards took the Offer of Tunbridge 
School: In ſhort time after, he was made chief Maſter of 


Merchant Taylors School, where he continued with great 
Succels till 1681 ; at which time he was ſummoned to appear 


before the chief Heads of the Society of Merchant Taylors, 


and charged with certain paſſages in behalf of Popery in his 
Comment on the Church of England Catechiſm, but diſ- 


charged with a conſiderable Gratuity. The Particulars of this 


Affair ſee in a Poſtſcript to a Book entit. Contrivances of the 
fanatical Conſpirators in carrying on the Treaſons under Um- 


brage of the Popiſh Plot, laid open; written by W. Smith 
Schoolmaſter at Iflington, who files Mr. Goad ſo qualified a 


| Perſon that a better could not be found in the three King- 
doms. Mr. Goad being thus diſmiſſed took a Houſe in Pic- 


cadilly, and kept a private School. In the year 1686. in the 
reign of K. James II. he declared himſelf a Roman Catholic, 
having many Years been ſo in his mind. In 1689, he died, 
and was buried at the Church of Great St. Helen, London.

* Richard Shcrlock was born at Oxton in Cheſhire, and 
originally (as *tis ſaid) a Student in Magd. Hall, where he 
obtained a Part of Academical Learning: Thence he was 
tranflated to Trin. Coll. near Dublin where he proceeded 
Maſter of Arts in 1633, entred into the ſacred Function, and 
ſoon after became Miniſter of ſeveral Pariſhes in Ireland, uni- 
ted together and yeilding no more than 80 J per Aunum. At 
length, upon the breaking out of the Rebellion in that 
Country, he journied into England and became Chaplain to 
a Regiment of his Majeſty's Forces at Namptwich in Cheſhire. 
But that Place being taken by the Parliament Forces in Jan. 


1643, he retired to Oxon. where he became Chaplain to the 


Governour of the Garriſon there; and at length, by the fa- 
vour of Dr. Pink, Warden of New Coll. he was made one of 
the Chaplains of that Houſe, much about the Time that P. 
Gunning and If. Barrow were made Chaplains alſo, In 1646, 
he had the Degree of Bach. of Div. confered on him in Con- 
ſideration of ſeveral Sermons that he preached either at Court

piſt in Maſquerade. At length, this molt holy, zealous, mor- 
tified and ſcraphical Dr. Sherlock, having ſpent all his time in 
holy and chaſt Celebacy, ſurrendred up his moſt pious Soul 
to God in 1689, and was buried, on the 25> of June, within 
the Chancel, at the firſt entrance into it out of the Body of 
the Church, at Winwick in the County before mentioned, ar 
which time his friend and acquaintance Thomas Crane, M.A. 
preached his funeral Sermon, Before his Death, he ordered his

The laſt yeare, after he was entred into the 


publick Library (which he took to be the happi- 


neſs of his Life, and into which he never entred 
without great Veneration) he could do but little 
in it, becauſe he was entred but a little while be- 


fore his Ague took him.

School, elected thence a Student of Ch. Ch. on the firſt of 
May 1646, aged 17 Vears. While he continued in the State 
of Undergraduat and Bach, he did ſet an high value upon, 
and expreſſed himſelf very often intolerably impudent, faucy 
and refractory to the Cenſor, for which he was puniſhed by 
the College. In June 1656, he was appointed to officiate as 
ſecond Maſter of Weſtm. School, and in Dec. 1657, was by 
the Governors made ſecond Maſter in the room of John Vin- 
cent. But ſoon after, for his pragmatical Behaviour to the 
Chief Maſter, Rich. Buſby, was, thro' his Means, outed of 
that Place in 1658. Soon after he became Vicar of Ambroſe- 
den near Biſter, Oxfordſhire.

founded by K. Edw. 6. in the 7th Year of his Reign, bee 
came one of the Poſtmaſters of Merton Coll. in 1615, and 
Probationer Fellow in 1620. After he had taken the Degree 
of Miſter, he entred into Holy Orders, and became a noted 
Preacher, afterwards Preacher to the Honourable Society of 


| Lincoln's Inn and Rector of Braunſton or Braynton in Nor- 


thamptonſhire. At the breaking out of the grand Rebellion 


1642, he ſided with the Preſbyterian Party, and in the Year 


1643 he became one of the Aſſembly of Divines. In 1646, 


he was appointed by the Parliament one of the Six Miniſters 
to go to and ſettle in Oxon. to preach the Scholars into Obe- 


dience to the ſaid Parliament ; afterwards he was Dean of 
Ch. Ch. at which time he became Dr. of Divinity by actual 
Creation. But being forced to leave his Deanery in the latter 
end of 1650, becauſe he refuſed to take the independent En- 


gagement, he retired to his former Cure for a time. When 
the ſecluded Members were reftored to fit in Parliament, they 


reſtored him to his Deanery of Ch. Ch. on the Eleventh of 


March 165, with hopes to continue there and carry on the 
Preſbyterian Diſcipline. In the May following, (1660) when 
his Majeſty was at Canterbury, he was admitted his Chap- 


lain, and, after his Reſtauration, preached ſeveral times be-

Virtue of which Biſhoprick he became Abbat of S. Bennet 
in the Holme (a ſtrange Preferment methinks for a Preſbyte- 
rian) which he kept to his dying Day. At length he made 
his laſt Change in this World July 28. 1676. and was buried

Holloway, according to the Forme, required of 


them Admiſſion primo, ſecundo, tertio: which the 
Fellowes did all coragiouſly denie, and ſo imme- 


diatly withdrew themſelves, and went to their 
Chambers. | 


After this S'. Thomas 1 where the Clerks 
were? The Clerks thereupon appeared. He bad 


them call D'. Tho. Jones. D'. Jones was there- 


upon called, and came forthwith to him in the 
Gatehouſe. After ſome whiſpering paſſed between

them 
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them, they drew down to the Warden's Lodgings, 
and finding the Dores faſt ſhut, Holloway read the 
Inſtruments againe bareheaded at the Dore or Gate 
leading into the {aid Lodgings. Which being done, 
S'. Thomas asked DF. Jones, here the] Keys of 
the Lodgings were? he ſaid, the Subwarden had 
them, Then S'. Thomas deſired Samuel Clerk, the 
Superior Beadle of Law, to go to the Subwarden, 
and demand of him the Keys. Mr, Clerk there- 


upon asked him, whether he ſhould goe in the Vice- 


chancellour®s name, or in his name? S'. Tho. re- 


plyed, in the Archbiſbop's and King's Commiſſioners. 


names. Clerk thereupon went, and ſoon after 
brought this Anſwer, that there were two Keyes of 


the Warden's T.odvings, one that belonged to the War- 


den, which he (the Subwarden) had, the other to the 
ſenior Deane, which Dr. Fones had lately, but when 


he went up to London they took it from bim, which is 
now layd up in the Exchequer, As for the Key wwhich 
he hath, he ſaith, he will not deliver 1% up but to the | 


Warden when he is admitted, 


After Sr. Thomas had received this Anſwer, he 


ſent for M'. Brent the Deputy- Subwarden, and 
then Holloway asked him againe primo, ſecundo, 
tertio, for poſſeſſion, but M. Brent denied it. 
Then Holloway bid S'. Thomas lay his hand upon 


the Latch of the dore, leading into the Warden's 


Lodgings, which he did, Afterwards DF. Jones 
whiſper'd St. Thomas in the Eare, and then they 
went to the Coll. Chappell. In the way DF. Dicken- 
ſon, who had more than once proteſted againſt 


what 
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that effect. 
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what had been done at the Warden's dore, drew 
up to S'. Thomas, and told him, that what he and 
other Fellowes had done at that time, was not in con- 
tempt of him or his perſon, but to ſave their Oaths 


and not break the Statutes &c. but his words were 
heard with ſcorne by S.. ene and ſo — 


ſon left him. 
Sr. Thomas being entred with al his 8 


(except Fell, Dolbin and Alleſtrie, who ran home 


to Prayers as ſoon as the Inſtruments were read at 


the Gate) into the Chappell thro the South dore, 
the ſaid Inſtruments were read againe neare the 


Warden's Seat. Which being done, Jones took 


S'. Thomas by the hand, and lifted him up wfito 


the Warden's Seat, and ſaid, that he, as one of 
the ſenior Fellows, did inſtall him, or give him 


_ poſſeſſion as Warden. Afterwards riſing from his 
Seat, Jones took him by the hand, and repeated 


the Induction or Admiſſion, as Holloway read it 


verbatim to him. After this was done, they all 
went out of the Chappell the ſame way as they 
came in, and fo retir'd to their reſpective homes. 


The Key of the Chappell they got thus. Robert 


Hanham, Under-Butler & Grome of Merton-Coll. 


having been employed by the Society, to carry 
letters to London to hinder Sr. Thomas from com- 
ming in Warden of Merton College, did, that 
night on which 87. Thomas came from London, 
go to his Houle in S. Aldate's Pariſh, oppoſite to 
the Bull Inn, and humbly deſired of him forgive- 
neſs for what he had done: which S.. Thomas eaſily 

grant- 
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granting, Hanham laid downe before him the Key 


of the College Stable: whereupon D'. Jones, who 
was then there conſulting with S'. Thomas what 
was to be done on Munday Morn. following, when 
he was to crave Admiſſion, took it up, and told 
Sr. Thomas privately, that that Key would open the 
Chappel dore, in caſe he ſhould be denied entrance 


| therein. Whereupon D.. Jones kept it, and made 


uſe of it when the Warden S. Thomas went to take 
Poſſeſſion of his place, as before *ris told you. 
Afterwards the Fellows uſed all the Endeavours 


they could to hinder his admiſſion and comming 


in among them, but all, it ſeems, was in vaine. 


The next Munday following, S. Thomas ſent word 
to the College, that he would come in by force. 
Whereupon the Fellows meeting together, cauſed 


all the College Gates to be ſhut both forward and 


backward, and ſo they kept them a fortnight or 3 
weeks, and cauſed ſome of the Bachelaurs ro keep 
. poſſeſſion of the Warden's Lodgings. At lenſg]th 
the Appeale of the Fellowes being ſtopt, and that 
no Jultice could be done for them, nor have Right 
nor Law for their Money, they concluded, by the 
continual Interceſſions of 7morous Fiſher, to admit 
him.

kept his Profeſſorſhip of Phyſick in the Univerſi- 


tie, as he did, from 1647 to his Majeſtie's (K. 
Ch. a.) Reſtoration and after. In fine, all people 
were ſtrangly ſurpris'd and amaſed, to behold ſuch 
unworthy things done after his Majeſtie's Reſtora- 
tion, when then they thought that nothing but

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With theſe pitiful Prohliſed, Invitations to' his 
Houſe," Diriners, Freats, fair Words, Flatterics, 
and I know not what, Jones promiſed to be faith- 
fall tö him in his Knavery, ind fo he was, as tis 


before told you. But when Clayton was Neider in 
his place, and Jones fully ſaw, that he neglected 
bim, ànd made him only a ſhoinghorne (for the 


truth ils Clayton was falſe, mealie mouth d and 


pobre ſpirited) and that alſo the Fellows and others 
of the junior Party did deſpiſe him, and look'd 
upon him as an errant knave, he in great diſcon- 
tent retird, kept his Chamber, and never came 
into the Company of ay perſon in the Coll. or out 


of: tho Coll. fo that ſoon after being poſſeſt with a 


deep Melancholy, which his ſtrength and reaſon 
could not weare away, without charg to himſelf ; 


he>fell; as twere, downe right mad, not raving, 
but idle and frantick, as it appeares by theſe paſ- 
ſages; (1) By his walking on the Mount in the 


College Garden, very betimes in a Morning, at 
which time he fancied Birds to flutter about his 
head, and therefore he would be waving his armes 


and hat to keep them off. (2) By going oftentimes 


very unſeaſonably to the Warden's Lodgings, and

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ing himſelf to be Warden. (4) By walking often

not now to be named; which ſhew, that the man 
wanted ſleep, and that he was blinded with Ambi- 
tion and Covetuouſneſs. 

At length, upon ſome perſwaſion, he went to 


London an. 1662-3. or thereabouts, and by the 
favour of ſome people (of whom Arnold a Civilian 
and College Tenant was one) he got a Chamber in 
Doctors Commons, endeavouring to get practice 


there among the Civilians. But at length being 


found to be craz d, had little or no employment. 


Afterwards taking a Lodging in great Woodſtreet 


in that City, remained there in great Diſcontent 
till the great Plague raged, and then by the juſt 


hand of God being overtaken by that Diſeaſe, he 
was cut off from the Living in the latter End of 


Sept. or beginning of Octob. an. 1665, being a juſt 


reward for a knave and a rogue. 
| Now for the Miſchief that befel Mert. Coll. by 
having a married ſtranger thruſt upon them, will 


appeare by that which ſollowes. But before 1 


proceed to the particulars, I muſt tell you, that 
Clayton being fully poſſeſt at his firſt comming in 


Warden, that the Fellowes were all his Enemies, 


and that they endeavour'd to conceale the College- 


Treaſure from him, and not let him know the worth 


of his place, as it was often buz'd into his Head 
by 
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by bis Flatterers (among d home D'. Th. Barlow 
muſt not be forgotten, P. Jones alſo, and an- 
other of inferior note named John Haſelwood, a 
-prond; ſtarch'd; formal and ſycoptantizing*Clilter- 
pipe, who was the Apothecary to Clayton When he 
pftacticed Phyſick) he took all occaſions imaginable 
to lay out Money, ſpend and imbezile, and this 
Foribarh was done upon the information of thoſe 
Perſons, that whatſoever the Warden nes Gp padre 
e 'the College muſt defray. 
Pirſt therefore, he and his Family; moſt of them 
Worten kind (which before were look*d upon, if 
76ffdent in the College, a Scandall and an Abomi- 
tation thereunto) being no ſooner ſetled, but a 
grtat Diffike was taken by the Lady Clayton to the 
Warden“ ſtanding Goods, namely Chaires, Stooles, 
Tables, Chimney- Furniture, the Furniture be- 
longing to the Kitchin, Scullery, Sc. all which 

Was well liked by Dr. Goddard, Brent, Savile, c. 
Theſe, I ſay, being diſliked by that proud Wo- 
man, becauſe, forſooth, the ſaid Goods were out 
of Fafnion, muſt be all chang'd and alter d, to the 
great expence of the College. 

Secondly, the Warden's Garden muſt be alter'd, 
new Trees planted, Arbours made, Rootes of choice Nor. ot 
flowers bou ohr, Sc. All which tho unneceſſary, e 
yet the pobte Coll. muſt pay for them, and all this ? _ 

to pleaſe 4 Woman. Not content with theſe mat- 
dals there muſt be a new Summer-Houſe built at 
the = WY -End of the Warden's Garden, wherein 
her Ladyſhip and her Goſſips may take their plea- 


ſure, 
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ſure, and any Eves-Dropper of the Family may 


| harken what any of the Fellows ſhould accident- 
ally talk of in the paſſage to their owne Garden. 
And tho the Warden (Clayton) told the Society, 


that it would not coft the College above 20/. yet 
when it was finiſh'd there was an 1004. paid for it 
by the Burſar, wanting ſome few ſhillings. This 


work was thought unneceſſary by many perſons, 


becauſe it joyned almoſt to the Long Gallery, the 


Larg Bay -Window whereof at it's South-End af- 


fords a better proſpect, than that of the Summer- 


Houle. 


Thirdly, by enlarging the Expences in the Stable 
much more than any of his Predeceſſors. For tho 


8. Nath. Brent did keep four Coach-Horſes, yet 
he was often abſent. But Sir Thomas tho he be 
often abſent, yet two of his Coach-Horſes (beſides 
Saddle-Nags) were alwaies in the Stable. Farther 

_ alſo, whereas the former Wardens would take but 
ten or twelve Load of Hay out of Halywell Meads 


(which belong to the Coll. and are in the Tenure 


of a Tenant) yet this doughty Knight did take up 


34 Load at leaſt. And tho he uſed it not half, yet 


at the Yeare's End he did, like a Curr-Mudgin, 
ſell it, and put the Money in his purſe. 


Fourthly, by burdning his Accompts with fri- 
volous Expences, to pleaſure his proud Lady, as 
(1) For a Key to the Lock of the Ladies Seat in 
St. Marie's Church, to which ſhe would commonly 


reſort. (2) for Shoes and other things for the 
FE o0t-Boy. | 


Fiftly, 
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Fiftly, by burning in one yeare threeſcore pounds 
worth of the choiceſt Billet that could be had, not 
only in all his Roomes, but in the Kitchin among 
his Servants; without any regard had to Cole, 
which uſually (to fave Charges) is burnt in Kit- 
chins, and ſomtimes alſo in Parlours. 

Sixthly, by encroaching upon, and taking away 
the Rooms belonging to the Fellows. One Inſtance 
take for all. Mr. Fiſher quitted his Lodgings (viz. 
an upper Chamber with 3 Studies, and a lower 
Chamber with as many, in the great Quadrangle) 
in July an. 1665, upon notice that the King and 
Queen would ſhortly come to Oxon. there to take 
up their Winter-Quarters till towards the Spring. 

When the K. and Qu. came, which was about 
Michaelmas following, M**. Franc. Stuart, one of 
the Maids of honour (afterwards Ducheſs of Rich- 
mond) took poſſeflion of thoſe Lodgings, and 

there continued till Febr. following; at which time 

the Queen, who lodged in the Warden's Lodgings, 

went to Weſtminſter, and M. Stuart with her, 
and then Mr. Fiſher's Lodgings laid empty for 
ſome time. At length the Warden finding, that 
the lower Chambers of the ſaid Lodgings were 
convenient for him, becauſe they joyned on the 

South ſide ro his-Parlour, and therefore they would 
make a dainty Retiring Room, or at leaſt an Inner 
Parlour, he did, by egregious Flattery with ſome _ 
of the Fellowes, particularly with Mr, Sterry, 
by inviting him and them often to his Lodgings, 
| ON „ did 
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his Lodgings as formerly, 
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did get their Conſents fo farr, as when it was pro- 


poſed at a Meeting of the Society, to have the 


ſaid Rooms granted for his uſe, it was done con- 
ditionally, that the lower Chamber, joyning to the 


Bay -Tree, in the firſt Quadrangle, which did be- 
long to the Warden, may henceforth be allowed 


to that Fellow, which ſhould hereafter come into 
that Chamber over thoſe lower Rooms that were 
allow'd for the Warden's uſe. This being granted, 


the Warden broke a dore thro the Wall that parts 


his Parlour from the ſaid lower Romes, and makes 
them fit for uſe, at his owne, and not at the Col- 


lege, charge; and they yet remaine for the War- 
den's uſe : whereby the beſt Lodgings in the Col- 
lege, which uſually belonged ſto] the Senior Fel- 
low, were ſevered and ſpoyl'd; and all this to 


pleaſe a proud and filly Woman. But afterwards 


when Mr. Sterry ſaw, that he was made a ſhoing- 
| horne to ſerve the Warden's turne, (for afterwards. 


he diſus'd his company, and never invited him to 
y at Chriſtmas, when 


the whole Society uſed to dine there) he became 


his Enemy, repented of what he had done before 
the Society, and blamed his owne weakneſs much, 


to be ſo much impoſed upon, as he had been, by | 


the moſt falſe and perfidious Warden. 


Sevently, by his going to Law with the Citie 
of Oxon. concerning certaine Liberties in Haly- 
well neare the ſaid Citie, (the Mannour of which 


nr . r

belonge ch 
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belongeth to Merton Coll.) an. 1666. For the 
doing of which tho, with much adoe, he got the 
_ conſent of the Fellowes, yet going inconſideratly 


on, and not taking the Counſell of old Charles 


Holloway, Serjeant at Law, the College was caft 
and much endamaged. And A. W. doth well re- 


member, that the Citizens inſulted ſo much, when | 
they overcame the Coll. in their ſute, which was 


tried in Weſtminſter hall, that in their returne 


from London, the Mayor, or chief Officers of the 


City, did ride into Oxon. triumphantly thro Haly- 
well, to take, as it were, poſſeſſion of the Liber- 
ties, that they had obtained therein. And one 
-- -- -- -- Chilmead, as he remembers, who had 


been one of the Bel-men of the City, but then li- 


ving as an Under-Tenant in Halywell, did in their 
_ paſſage preſent them with Wine and Ale, while 
the Pariſh Bells rang for joy, occaſion'd, as *rwas 
ſuppoſed, by the ſaid Chilmead. 


In all theſe unreaſonable proceedings, Joſeph 
Harvey, one of the Fellowes, did conſtantly op- 


poſe the Warden, and had there been more Har- 


veys (for he was a man of a high and undaunted 


_ ſpirit) they would have curb'd his proceedings ſo 


much, that they would have made him weary of 


the place; but moſt of them (the Fellowes) being 


| ſneaking and obnoxious, they did run rather with 
the temper of the Warden, than ſtand againſt him, 
meerly to keep themſelves in and enjoy their com- 


fortable importances, 


I © | And 
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And now by this time the College was ran ex- 
ceedingly into debt, and how to pay it the Society 
knew not. At length, upon conſultation, the So- 


ciety addreſs'd themſelves to their Patron, the Arche» 
biſhop of Canterbury (Sheldon) an. 1671, before 


whom they made it plainly to appeare, that, by 
the Warden's meanes, the Coll. was run into debt, 
and that, by comparing his Accompts with the 
Accompts of thoſe of St. Nath. Brent, he had 
ſpent a thouſand pound more than the ſaid S'. Na- 
thaniel, for the Yeares behind, ſince he had been 
Warden, Sc. The Warden S'. Thomas is there- 
fore chid and reprehended by the Archbiſhop ; 
which was all the remedy that they could get, and 

an order was then made, that the College ſhould 

pay the Debt, and not the Warden; which was 
then Jook'd upon as a moſt unreaſonable thing. 
But there was falſneſs in the matter; for he that 
had for 7 yeares ſpoken againſt the * Wardin and 
his Proceedings, and was an Enemy to him, the 
Warden did, by his uſual Flatteries, gain him for 


a time, collogu'd together, and work'd their ends 


o much, that they found means, that the College 
ſnould pay the Debt: which being done, he ſlight- 


ed him. ©

* The Reader mav ſec an Account of Dr. Dikenſon in the

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In 1667 twas expected there ſhould be an Elec- 
tion of Fellowes, but, upon pretence that the Col- 
lege was in debt, there was no Election made till 
1672. ſo the publick ſuffer'd, and all people * than 
ſaid, that Merton Coll. made but an inconfiderable 
Figure in the Univerſitie, &c. 

Notwithſtanding all theſe things, yet the War- 
den, by the Motion of his Lady, did put the Col- 
lege to unneceſſary Charges, and very irivolous 
Expences, among which were a very larg Looking- 
Glaſs, for her to ſee her ugly face, and body to 
the middle, and perhaps lower, which was bought 
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in Hilary Terme 1674, and coſt, as the Burſar — 


told me, above 10%. A bedſteed and Bedding 


worth 40”. muſt alſo be bought, becauſe the for- 
mer Bedſtede and Bedding was too ſhort for him 
(he being a tall man) ſo perhaps when a ſhort War- 
den comes, a ſhort bed muſt be bought. As his 
bed was too ſhort, ſo the wicket of the Common 


Gate entring into the Coll. was too low, therefore 


that was made higher in 1676, in the month of 


Auguſt. The ſaid Burſar G. Roberts hath ſeveral 
times told me, that either he the Warden, or his 


Coll. ſince he might have treated the Dr. as freely under that 


Article, in the Vear 1664, as he has pointed him out here. 

It is poſſible that the Dr. when he found all Oppoſition to 
be in vain, might ſhew ſuch perſonal Civility to the Warden, 
as, to a Man of, Mr. a Wood's rigid Perſeverance, appeared 
inconſiſtent with his former Profeſſions and Behaviour. See 
Biograph. Brit, Vol, 3. pag. 1696. E. 
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Lady do invent, and fit thinking how to put the 
College to charge, to pleaſe themſelves, and no 


end there is to their unlimited Deſire. He told me 
_ allo, that there was no Terrier taken of the Goods 
he had, which were bought at the College charg; 


and therefore they did carry many of them, eſpe- 
cially the Looking Glaſs, to their Country Seat, 

called the Vacb, in Chalfont Pariſh neare Wycomb 
in Bucks. which S'. Tho. Clayton had bought of 
the Duke of York, who had received the ſaid Man-

A. W. was at Sandford neare Oxon. in the 


Houle of Joh. Powell, Gent. which was a Houſe

A. W. went preciſely at the time appointed, and Jun. 22.

They went 
to the Tower directly thro the City, then lying in 
ruins, (occaſion'd by the grand Conflagration that 
hapned in 1666) but by his meeting with ſeveral 
Citizens; and prating with them, it was about 10 
of the clock before they could come to the ſame 
place. He there ſhew'd A.W. a place where he 

| ſhould fit and write, ſhew'd him the Repertorium,

in London, which were but a few Dayes, he ſpent 
them there in his Company, and at 12 of the 
Clock every day they dined together at a Cook's 
houſe within the Tower, and ſomtimes had Jen- 
i ug 1 boon Rags) among them. 
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The ſame day at night, A. W. ſent Letters by 


the Poſt to D'. Tho. Barlow, to let him know, 
what he had done at London, and to give him 


thanks for the fatherly favours he did unto him. 


He returned to Oxon, It was the firſt time that 


A. W. was at London; and the truth is, his time

being ſhort, he only took meaſures, what to doe 
at his next going to that place. a. 

He began to peruſe the Evidences, Rent-Rolls, 
Sc. in Ch. Ch. Treaſury, over the Cloyſter there, 
and continued ſo doing all the remaining part of 
July, all Auguſt, and part of Sept. For there 


was work enough for a curious and critical Anti- 


quary, that would hold him tugg for a whole yeare. 


There are a great many Evidences which belong- 
ed to S. Frideſwyde's Priory, but no Rent-Rolls 
of their Lands and Tenements.

concerning Horkeſley, a Cell to the Abbey of 
Tefford : with a Copie in p. 77. b. concerning 
Otteham Priory : with the Charter concerning the 
Hoſpital of Ginges in Eſſex, otherwiſe called 
Gynge-Montegney, and with many others, which 
he thought not fit to be publiſhed. 

John Willis, yonger Brother to DF. Thom. Willis 
the famous Phyſician, was then Chapter-Clerk of

1646. For whereas then it was a Garriſon, with 
high Bulwarks about it, deep Trenches and Palli- 
ſadoes, now it had pleaſant Gardens about it, and 
ſeveral ſets of Trees well growne. The Errand of 
A. W. there was to ſee the Leiger of the Family, 
firſt for the ſatisfying of himſelf, as to matters to

monde to the Chancellourſhip of che Univerſitie 
of Oxon. 


A. W. went about 8 of the clock in the Morn- 


ing by Whitehall towards St. John Cotton's Houſe | 


neare Weſtminſter-hall, to borrow ſome MSS. from 
his Library, to carry on the grand work of the 


Hiſt. and Antiq. of the Univ. of Oxon. He met 


neare Whitehall Gate with DF. Joh. Fell, D'. Rich. 
Alleſtrie, D'. Tho. Yate, &c. comming from 
Prayers, as it ſeems, at Whitehall, who told him, 
that at 12 of the clock of the ſaid Nay, he was to 
meet the Oxford Scholars then in London, to dine 


with his Grace the Archb. of Canterbury (Sheldon) 
at Lambeth. They told him then, that if he met 
by chance with any Oxford Doctors or Maſters, 


between that time and 12 of the Clock, he ſhould 
tell them of it, which he did. Afterwards he bor- 
rowed certaine MSS. and at 12 of the Clock he 
paſſed over the Water to Lambeth with D'. Yate, 
Proctor Alſop and others. When they came there, 
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the Archb. was at the Councill Table at Whitehall 
with the King, and did not returne till one of the 
Clock. In the meane time the Doctors and Mal- 
ters entertained themſelves with Pictures and other 
Rarities in the Gallery and had divers Diſcourſes.

Hugh Paulin, or Serenus Creſſey, the Son of Hugh 
Creſſey a Counſellor of Lincoln's Inn, was born at Wakefield 
in Yorkſhire, A. D. 1605. Having received the firſt Part of 
his Education in his Native Country, he became a Member 
of the Univerſity of Oxford, and after taking the Degree of 
B. A. was made Fellow of Merton College. Soon after he 


became Chaplain to Thomas Lord Wentworth with whom he 


lived ſome Years. About the Year 1638 he went to Ireland 
with Lucius Cary Lord Viſcount Falkland, by whoſe Intereſt 
he was, in 1642, promoted to a Canonry of Windſor, and 
to the Deanery of Laughlin in Ireland, but, through the 
Diſturbances of the Times, never obtained the Poſſeſſion of 


either. After the unfortunate Death of his Patron, being, in 


a manner, deititute of Subſiſtence, he accepted a Propoſal of 
traveling with Charles Bertie, Eſq; afterwards Earl of Fal- 
mouth, In his Tour through Italy with his Pupil, moved by 
the declining State of the Church of England, he began to 
liſten to the Perſuaſion of the Romiſh Divines, and in the 

Year 1646 made a public Profeſſion at Rome of his being re- 
conciled to that Church. He went from thence to Paris and 
there publiſhed the Motives of his Converſion. After this

tation ſatisfied. He was then one of the Chaplaines 


to Qu. Catherine. 
Thence he was conducted by Will. Rogers of 


Linc. Inn to M'. Davenport, commonly called 
Sancta Clara, * who alſo had an apartment in the

Step, he was enclined to enter into the Monaſtery of Engliſh 
Carthuſians at Newport in Flanders, but being diſſuaded by 


his Friends, he was recommended to Henrietta Maria Queen 


Dowager of England, and taken under her Protection, and 
reſolving to retire to the College of Benedictine Monks at 
Douay, her Majeſty gave him one hundred Crowns towards 
the Expence of his Journey, which ſhe could but ill ſparc. 
Here he entered into the Order, and, on that Occaſion chan- 
ged the Name of Hugh Paulin for that of Serenus de Creſſey. 


After the Reſtoration, Queen Catherine appointed him her 


Chaplain, and thence forward he reſided in Somerſet Houſe 
in the Strand. The great Regularity of his Life, and the 
Care he took to avoid all concern in Political Affairs preſerved 


him in Quiet and Safety in the moſt troubleſome time. But he 


was a zealous Champion for the Church of Rome, and diſ- 
tinguiſhed himſelf by many Performances written in her 


Cauſe, to which proper Anſwers were given by ſeveral emi- 


nent Proteſtant Divines. At length, growing in Years, he 
ſought for Peace in a quiet Retirement in the Houſe of Ri- 


chard Caryll, Eſq; at Eaſt Grinſtead in Suſſex, and dying 


upon the 10. of Aug. 1674, being near 70 Years old, was 
buried in the Pariſh Church there, |

He was 
well verſed in School Divinity, and in Eccleſiaſtical and 
profane Hiſtory, He was a Perſon of a free Diſcourſe, of a 
rivacious and quick Countenance, but Creſſey was reſerved 
and of a melancholy Turn; Francis St. Clara, a/ias Hunt, 
#lias Coventry (tor he went by all theſe Names) died in Lon- 
don, May 31, 1680. and was buried in the Church belong- 
ing to the Savoy.

with bad Wine. The Man immediately got together_a num- 


ber of his Neighbours and Fellow Citizens, who having.long 
waited for ſuch an Opportunity, fell upon the Students, and 
in ſpite of the Mandates of the Chancellor 'and even the 
King himſelf, who was then at Woodſtock, continued their 
Outrages ſor ſeveral Days, not only killing or wounding the 
Scholars, but, in Contempt of the Sacerdotal Order; de- 
ſtroying all the Religious Croſſes in the Town. For which 


Offences the King deprived the City of many valuable Pri- 


viledges, and beſtowed them on the Univerſity, and the Bi- 
ſhop of Lincoln forbid the Adminiſtration of the Sacraments 
to the Citizens. In the following Year, they petitioned for 
a Mitigation of this Sentence, but without Succeſs ; but in 
1357, a total abregation of it was granted upon Candition 


that the City ſhould annually celebrate on St. Scholaſtica's 
Day, Feb. 10. a Number of Maſſes for the Souls of the 


Scholars killed in the Conflict; the Mayor and Bailiffs with 
ſixty of the chief Burgeſſes being bound alſo to ſwear, at St. 
Mary's Church, Obſervance of the cuſtomary Rights of the 
Univerſity, under the Penalty of 100 Marks, in Caſe of Omiſ- 
ſion of this Ceremony. And it was further ordered, that the 


faid Citizens ſhould, after Maſs, offer up fingly at the high 
Altar one penny, of which fourty pence were to be diſtri- 


buted to poor Scholars and the remaining to the Curate of St. 
Mary's. This Offering being omitted, upon pretence that 
Maſſes were aboliſhed, the Univerſity, in Queen Elizabeth's 
Reign, ſued them for the Sum of 1500 Marks due for fuch

Educated in Juvenile and Grammatical Learn- 
ing in his Father's Houſe, under -- -- -- Woodhop 
the Prieſt of the Houſe —. At 19 Years of Age, 


in the beginning of the Civil Wars of England, he 
went to travel into France and Italy, ſaw ſeveral 
Cities there, but made Rome his Head Quarters—, 
After he had ſpent 4. Years, he returned, the War 
in England being then ceaſed, and took to Wife 


Henrietta Maria Savage, Daughter of the Lord 


Savage about 1647. who, tho? a tall, proper and 
Mandl Woman, yet ſhe proved not a good 
Wife to him, as being laviſh and improvident, to 
to the diminiſhing of his Eſtate. But having no 
Children by her, and fo conſequently not ſo much 
involved in the Cares of the World as thoſe that 
have, he followed and endeavoured to promote his 


Genie to the Study of Heraldrie and Antiquities, 


and beſtowed a conſiderable Time in collecting the 
Monuments thereof and gathering together: by 
writing ſeveral Genealogies of the Noble Men of 
England. At length, his ſaid Lady dying 1663, 


he ſpared not any Money to ſet up a ſtanding Li- 


brary in his Houſe at Weſton. — In 1667, he 


travelled again to Rome, where chiefly ſpending 


2 Years at leaſt, he furniſhed himſelf with many 
choice Books, as alſo with Medals and Coins, for 
the ſetting up a Cloſet of Rarities. — After his 
Return, An. 1670, John Vincent, Son of Aug. 
Vincent, 
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vincent, ſometimes Windſore Herald, and both 
excellent Genealogiſts, (which John Mr. Sheldon 


had for ſeveral Years allowed a yearly Penſion to 
encourage his Works) being at that time deep in 
a Dropſie, was advertized that he ſhould leave all 


his MSS. and Pedigrees to the ſaid Mr. Sheldon, 
| who would pay his Debts thereupon, and relieve 
ſeveral of his Books that were then pawned for 
Ale. Whereupon, his Will being made and all 


left to him, to the Number of 240 MSS. at leaſt, 
beſides many Rolls containing Pedigrees, Mr. Shel- 


don conveyed them to Weſton, which made a con- 


ſiderable Addition to his Library. — Afterwards, 


buying more printed Books, and ſome MSS. when 


he could lay hands on them, he came to be ac- 
quainted with A. à W. of Oxon, who, by Mr. 


Sheldon's frequent Invitation, coming often to 
Weſton, he the ſaid A. W. did put his Library in 


that Order, and made 2 ſuch exact Catalogues of 


his Books that nothing could be purloyned thence 
or taken away, but it could be with little Eaſe 
ſtraight diſcovered. — This Library he ſettled in 
2 large ſquare -- -- -- Room over the Kitchin, and 


his Medalls and Rarities and Pictures in a little
